Page 66.—Insert the following as S. R. 137-A:— 


S, R. 137-A, The following ranks when granted leave’ ure allowed free railway 
passes to and from their, homes once in four years, irrespective of ‘the nature or 
period of leave taken, subject to the conditions set forth in rules 1,to 4:— 


Caloutta Police —Head constables, constables (unarmed police), havildars, naiks, 
lance-naiks, sepoys (armed police), manjis, dandis (river police), head constables, 
sowars (mounted police) and buglers. 


Police.—Head constables, constables and members: of river police crews 
except serangs and drivers. 


1. Each period will count from the date which the officer last. enjoyed, the 
privilege, the actual date to be that of his resumption of duty, 


2. Tn case of sickness, where the Civil Surgeon or the Police Surgeon, Calcutta, 
has, after personal examination, recommended leave for one month or over, the officer 
will receive free railway passes to. dnd from his home, irrespective of the time-limit 
prescribed in the preamble. Phis concession will be granted only in case of sick leave 
granted at the headquarters of the distriet to which the officer is posted, atid’ is not 
admissible to an officer who goes on ordinary leave and afterwards produces a’ medical 
certificate. 


3. An. officer returning from sick leave for which‘ he has obtained free passes 
shall not, except in. cases of further sickness, ‘yeoeive the concession fora period of 
four years counting from the date of his last return to duty. 
In no case will an officer be granted free passes on leave more than etght 
times during his whole 
Nore.—When an officer has been granted free passes the fact will be noted in the 
service book or roll in red ink under the order granting him leave. i

No. 61.—The 23rd Pi 1929.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 11 
of the Canals Act, 1864 (Bengal Act V of 1864), the Governor in Council is pleased to 
make the following rules for the ion of traffic in the line of navigation known 
as the Mahananda river (100 miles in length) in the districts of Malda and Rajshahi 
which has been declared under section 2 of the said Act in Bengal Government 
notification No. 10-I., dated the 18th October 1927, published in Part I of the 
Calcutta Gazette of the 27th idem. men 
Rules, - "St 

1. All vessels, when moored, must be made fast by the bow and stern along 
the bank so as not to obstruet other vessels passing in the river. ; 

2. In such portions of the river where only one towing path exists, vessels must 
be moored on the off-side and the towing path side kept clear. 

3. Only one vessel is allowed to make fast along and in line with the river 
banks, and no other vessel is to be made fast or to be placed outside of vessels so 
secured without the special permission of the Supervisor, No vessel or raft is to be 
placed in such a position as to endanger the safety, or obstruct the passage, of other 
vessels, and all vessels are to be moored in such places and in such a manner as the 
Supervisor may at any time direct. 

4. The Supervisor may, by notification, prohibit the dropping of anchors or the 
erection of bamboos or luggees in or on any portion of the river or banks, and no 
anchors may be dropped or bamboos or luggees erected at such prohibited ‘sites, 

5. No vessel shall be moored at a distance of less than 500 feet from the junction 
oi two or more rivers. 

6. Vessels are not permitted to anchor or moor in the restricted portions of the 
channels maintained by training works. 

Before entering such restricted channels the person in charge of the vessel 
must lighten his vessel sufficiently to prevent grounding in the channel. 

In the event of any vessel running aground, the person in charge of the vessel 
must arrange for its immediate release by a!l means possible, failing which it will be 
lawful for the Supervisor or his subordinates to arrange to remove such vessel and to 
recover the costs of such operation from the owner of the vessel as provided for in 
tule 11 below. 

_ 8. No person is allowed to place any obstruction on the river banks so as to 
impede free passage along them. No person is permitted to place any obstruction in 
the river bed so as to impede navigation or cause any deterioration of. the channel. 

9. No person shall alten ee negligently allow a vessel to sink in the river. © 

10. In every case of a sunken vessel, whether due to negligence or otherwise, the 
Supervisor and his subordinates shall offer every assistance in removing the same. 

ll. If three days ae the occurrence of a wreck it is seen that prompt measures 
are not ibeing taken by the owner to remove the sunken vessel from the line of 
navigation, the Supervisor and his subordinates shall make their own arra ments 
for the removal of the same at the expense of the owner, provided that, when the 
wreck obstructs the fairway, they may take action at once to remove the same. 

A notice must be affixed on the wreck when recovered, calling on those concerned 
to pay to the Supervisor all expenses incurred in the recovery or removal of the wreck,

2. The tonnage of every vessel, whether jaden or og 3 shall, for the purpose 
of the Canals Act and of these rules, be determined by the following measurements : —
